He Says That China Will Carry Out 
Her Contract. 


TERMS OF PRACR ARE. REASONABLE 


The Defeated Wation Is Able To 
Pay the Indemnity. 


ENGLAND LOST A GREAT OPPORTUNITY 


Russia, France and Germany Most Nearly 
Allied to the Chinese—The Ameri- 
can Declined a Fine Position. 


Washington, July 8—Hon. John W. Fos- 
ter has arrived at his home in this city 
from China, where he served as counselor 
to the Chinese peace envoys in the nego- 
tiations to end the Chinese-Japanese war. 
Mr. Foster has been absent from Wash- 
ington on this mission nearly seven months, 
having started on December 22d, last. 
Until the day he left Shanghai for home, 
after having accompanied Lord Li to For- 
mosa to transfer that island to the Japan- 
ese in accordance with the provisions of, 
the treaty of Shimonoseki, Mr. Foster was 
engaged almosc night and day in the 
labors of his office, and he comes back 
somewhat fatigued and ready for a sum- 
mer’s rest. 

In conversation with a reporter this after- 
noon, Mr. Foster was asked for his opin- 
jon of the prospects. of permanent peace 
with China and Japan as the result of the 
treaty of Shimonoseki. He replied: 

“There is good reason to expect perman- 
ent peace between the two empires. The 
terms demanded by Japan may, under the 
circumstances, be regarded as reasonable, 
especially in view of the retrocession of 
the Liao-Tung peninsula. The treaty has 
been observed and carried out by China 
with scrupulous good faith. Her conduct 
in this respect has created a very favor- 
able impression in Japan.’’ 

“Cable dispatches announcing the con- 
clusion of the arrangements for a loan of 
$80,000,000 to China, contain speculations as 
to China’s ability to meet her financial 
Obligations to Japan. ls there any war- 
rant for the intimation that she will fail 
in that regard?’ 

“I think not. The proceeds of the loan, 
which has been placed through Russian 
influence, will enable China to pay the 
first two installments of the indemnity. 
These two installments cover half of the 
indemnity, and the balance, extending over 
a period of six years, will be a compara- 
tively easy burden for the Chinese govern- 
ment, if any skill whatever is shown in 
the management of the imperial revenues. 
The country has gréat resources, and has 
never yet failed in its financial engage- 
ments. Hence the peace concluded at 
Shimonoseki ts not likely to be broken on 
account of the shortcomings of China. 
If a rupture occurs it is more likely to be 
brought about by the intermeddling of the 
European powers.’’ 

‘What is thought of the attitude of these 
powers toward the parties to the recent 
contest?’ 

‘““The intervention of Russia on account 
of the terms of peace was not unexpect- 
ed, and it is not unnatural in view of her 
predominating interest in the orient, es- 
pecially on the north Pacific coast of Asia. 
That France followed the lead of Russia 
created Tio surprise in the east; but that 
Germany should unite with them in a dis- 
play of force against Japan was entirely 
unexpected, and is not yet understood. 
British residents in China and Japan are 
very bitter in criticism of their govern- 
ment for its abstention in the matter. They 
allege that its failure to join with the 
other powers ip rearranging the terms of 
peace has lost for their country much 
prestige and has left Russia a free hand in 
its influence and control at Peking.

Havana, July 8.—Advices have reached 
here from Santiago de Cuba to 
that Major Sanchez, commandi gOov- 
ernment force, discovered 1,500 insurgents — 
under command of the rebel chief, Rabi, . 
Strongly posted near Manzanillo. Major 
Sanchez thereupon sent a message to Ma- 
jor Aznar, inviting him to join forces and 
attack the rebels. The insurgents captured 
the messenger and hanged him, 3 

They then sent a reply to Major Sanchez’s 
message, signing Major Aznar’s name to it, 
directing that an attack on the insurgents 
be made at another point. Major Sanchez 
fell into the trap and advanced as directed 
in the forged message. His force was sud- 
denly attacked by the rebels in a narrow 
defile. The insurgents charged on the Span- 
ish troops in the most plucky manner, 
wielding the deadly machete freely. The 
troops were unabie to maneuver, owing to 
the lack of space. Two sergeants, one at 
the head of thirty, and the other at the 
head of twelve men, gained commanding 
positions and succeeded in checking the in- 
surgents, shooting all that came within 
range of their rifles, Their fire was so dead~ 
ly that the rebels made no further attempt 
to charge and the troops were enabled to 
escape from the defile in which they had 
been ambushed. The government forces 
than attacked the main position of the 
rebels and compelled them to retreat.

Winona, Mo., July 8.—Now that the fa- 
tal deluge is subsiding in this ill-fated 
town and ‘ts vicinity, the horror of the 
disaster and the enormous destruction of 
property become apparent to the brave 
bedy of searchers and 0o:.eTs who are 
here to render what aid they can to the 
survivors. The flood has left only a scene 
of desolation ard a menace to the health 
of the living from the presence of hun- 
dreds of dead horses, cattle, hogs and 
other stock. For miles below the town are 
strewn the carcasses, mingled with wag- 
ons, household furniture, organs and other 
property which was swept away with the 
dwellings by the raging torrent of water.

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The Cobb County Farmer Who Killed His 
Neighbor Is Nearby. 


HE HAS NEVER BEEN A BAY’S RIDE OFF 


The Slayer of Planter Pitts Has Been 
Working on a Farm in Douglas 
County and Is There Yet. 


Joe Eaton, the Cobb county farmer who 
brained his neighbor, Malachi Pitts, in 
the early part cf June, has been located. 

Waton has never been more than twenty 
miles away from the scene of his crime 
and has never been in hiding a minute 
where he now is. 

Day after day he has been working in 
the opm sight within a day’s ride of his old 
home. 

During all that time there has been no 
attempt at concealment cn Eaton’s part 
and to more than one he has said that he 
was going to work on where he was until 
the feeling arovnd his home quieted down 
and then he was going to return. He said 
he did not fear peing hunted for very bard 
and thought all he had to do was to stay 
where he was and in a short time every- 
tring would come his way and he could 
go back home without being molested. 

If it did not rain on the Turner planta- 
tion, which is in Douglas county ard enly 
a few miles from Villa Rica, yesterday, 
Katon was In the fields working among 
the cotton as he has been doing ever since 
the third or fourth day after he fled 
from the scene of his crime. This infor- 
mation was given to Ine Constitution yes- 
terday by a gentleman who had been in 
that neighborhood for three or four days 
and knew what he was talking about. He 
had known both Eaton and Pitts years be- 
fore he came to Atlanta and was aston- 
ished when he heard of the murder and 
frequently since then has wondered what 
had become of Eaton. While he was in 
Douglas and near the Turner plantation, 
he happened to mention the killing and was 
asking about it when he was informed by 
a friend that Eaton was then and had 
been ever since the killing on the Turner 
pantation, and that he was working in 
the field every day, where he could be seen 
by all who came along. In repeating the 
story to a Constitution reporter yesterday, 
the gentleman said: 

‘““Haton does not, from what I hear, ap- 
pear to appreciate the enormity of his of- 
fense or his position. He gives it out with- 
out any fear that he intends to stay where 
he is and does not seem to think that he 
will be arrested as long as he does not 
go back home just now. He is of the opin- 
ion that in a short time the affair will die 
out and that he will be able to return 
to his home and that nothing will be 
done. As I hear it, he does not have the 
least remorse over killing his neighbor and 
tulks as light-hearted about it as if he had 
killed a snake. He walks about the farm 
and takes everything coolly and does not 
seem to be afraid of being apprehended. {1 
have been told, too, that he has actually 
been back home since the killing and that 
he has passcd the night more than once 
under his own roof and that he remained 
there one whole day, but without going 
out of the house. Of course, however, I 
cannot speak advisedly.”’ 

It was on Saturday afternoon, June 15th, 
that Eaton killed Pitts. 

both men lived near Nickajack just over 
the line in Cobb county from Fulton and 
the killing created quite a sensation at 
the time. 

Maton and Pitts wera both well advanced 
in years and had lived on adjoining farms 
for years. Eaton xilled his neighbor be- 
cause he thought the latter was plowing 
on the Haton land.

Torbert, however, 
had taken alarm and resigned, and the 
detectives had a long search for him. Tor- 
bert’s lawyer demanded examinat‘on and 
announced his determination to fight the 
extradition proceedings. 

Ran Through One Fortune. 


Columbus, Ga., July 8.—(Special.)—E. A. 
Tcrbert, the young man arrested in New 
York charged with embezzlement in this 
city, was originally from Society Hill, Ala., 
and is a member of one of the best families 
of that section of the state. He came 
this city about five years ago. Hie was 
quite a swell until a short while before his 
sudden departure from this city. It is said 
that he became heir to a handsome for- 
tune, all of which he squandered while in 
Columbus. Officer McMichael left today 
for New York for the purpose of bringing 
Torbert back here for trial.

Scorpions 
are of all sizes, but the one which does 
the most harm by its bite is a smallish 
gray creature. The

ing in one’s boots. Its bite is fatal. Boots 
should always be inspected for corallilos 
before they are put oh—in Guerrero. If a 
scorp'on creeps on the face or hands, the 
person so visited should carefully refrain 
from making any movement; he should 
allow the horribie insect t@® crawl just 
where it will. If :t is not disturbed, in all 
likelihood.it will do no harm; if it is at- 
tacked it is quite sure to siing. The worst 
terror to the people of Guerrero is neither 
snakes nor scorpions, but the ‘red ants. 
Before these insects the people flee in 
terror from their houses, They leave 
nothing behind if they can help it. An In- 
d.an woman rushed out of her cabin with 
her children on the coming of the ants 
being announced. In her terror she left 
her baby behind the house swinging in a 
hammock. It was hoped that it would 
escape; but when the ants had departed 
the mother found that the -nsects had@ 
crept down the cords of the hammogk and 
had left of the unfortunate child npthing 
but its bones.

Judge Speer’s Humanity. 

Mr. L. M. Erwin, deputy clerk of <he 
United States court for the southern dis- 
trict of Georgia, has issued the following 
letter to each United States commissioner 
in this district: 

“TIT am directed by his honor, Judge Sp2er, 
to call your attention to the great import- 
ance at this season of the year of declin- 
ing, if possible, to commit persons accused 
of trivial or technical offences against the 
laws of the United States. The courts 
are now about to adjourn, and they will 
probably not be in session again until the 
late fall. It will, therefore, be a great ex- 
pense to the government to hold such pris- 
oners during the summer months. Besides 
to incarcerate a prisoner who has not been 
convicted at this period of the year will 
be a punishment far mcre severe chan the 
law contemplates. It will be injurious to 
health and in many cases will perhaps en- 
danger life. Indeed, during the heated 
term, such imprisonment of men accustom- 
ed to the open air life of a farmer is in- 
humane, and unless obligatory in a legal 
sense is intolerable. Moreover, in ll bail- 
able cases, it is highly desirable that the 
prisoners should be permitted to give bail. 
It is suggested, therefore, that bail for a 
small amount with good security is much 
better than for a large amount with doubt- 
ful security. 

“Of course these views of the presiding 
judge are not to be considered as applica- 
ble to cases of a serious character, to 
felonies. or to those which involve moral 
turpitude. In most internal revenue cases, 
he thinks, it will @ot be difficult to cause 
the arrest of offenders immediately before 
the next session. of the court to which the 
cases are returned, when they may be tried 
at once. Such offenders do not usually ab- 
scond.,’’

WORRIED HIS WIFE. 


An Ex-Postmaster Sent Vile Lefters 
to His Wife and Is in Jail. 

Macon, Ga., July 8.—(Special.)—Ex-Editor 
Carl Etheridge, of The South Georgian, 
until recently published at Douglas, Cof- 
fee county, was tried before United States 
Commissioner Erwin today, charged with 
sending obscene letters through the mail 
to his wife. He admitted the charge but 
said he did not know it was any offense 
for a man to thus write to his own wife. 
He was bound over in the sum of $500 to 
answer at the November term of court 
in Savannah. In default of bond he was 
put in jail this afternoon. 

Etheridge was arrested yesterday in Cof- 


fee county by Deputy Marshal White, of 
Macon, and brought Here this morning. 
Etheridge comes of a prominent family in 
North Carolina. He took an active part 
in the third party campaign in Coffee coun- 


ty last year. 
In May, 1893, he married the handsome 


daughter of one of Coffee county’s most 


prominent citizens. In September, 1894, she 
left him and has instituted proceedings for 
divorce. Since then Etheridge has written 
his wife some vile letters which fell into 
the hands of Inspector Bulla and led to 
Etheridge’s arrest. They were produced 
in court today. ” 

In June, 1894, the postoffice at Brooxer, 
Coffee county, was robbed. Etheridge sent 
word to Inspector Bulla that he would 
tell him who committed the robbery. When 
Bulla went to Coffee county Etheridge 
said his wife’s brother was the person. 
The brother, who was in Macon today at- 
tending Etheridge’s trial, was arrested on 
the charge and tried before Commissioner 
Erwin and promptly acquitted, as there 
was not the slightest evidence connecting 
him with the robbery. Etheridge says he 
will sue his wife’s father and brothers for 
alienating her affections from him. Ether- 
idge is about thirty-five years old and his 
wife twenty-three. They have no children.

Rome, Ga., July 8.—(Special.)—A queer 
freak of lightning occurred in The Tribune 
office at a few minutes after 1 o’clock to- 
day.

Floyd Superior Court. 

The summer term of Floyd county su- 
perior court convened this morning, Judge 
W. T. Turnbull presiding.

In his charge to the grand jury Judge 
Turnbull stated that as a measure of 
economy he had decided to dispense with 
one of the grand juries, calling only one 
for the term, as he felt confident that one 
could do the work hitherto divided be- 
tween two. 

This is done as a measure of economy, 
and as a further saving to the county 
he instructed the county officials to use 
every means in their power to cut down 
expenses. 

Further than that, he proposed to hold 
crly a two weeks’ term of court at present 
and to hold another term in the fall to 
clean wp whatever business is necessary. 

Hle seems determined to make the cost 
of the court as light as possible upon the 
taxpayers, which will prove a very popular 
idea in these piping times of poverty. 

An Old Citizen Dead. 


Rev. James A. Clements died at his 
home in North Rome this mcrning at an 
early hour. He was one of the oldest Meth- 
odist ministers in north Georgia, 
been admitted to the North Alabama con- 
ference away back in 1812. 

Years ago he removed to Rome, and was 
at one time editor of The Courier, the pre- 
decessor of The Tribune, and since of The 
Southern Argus, now so successfully con- 
ducted by his 30n, William Otis Clements, 

He was a writer of considerable note, 
his work, ‘“‘Clements on Baptism,” being 
recognized and quoted by ministers of that 
denomination. 

He had been in failing health for some 
time and his death was not unexpected, 
He leaves five sons and a daughter, two of 
citizens of Alabama, 

An Unintentional Error.

Opening and 
shutting the windows as he did so often 
for passengers he devised a screen which 
would keep the cinders out. Pullman heard 
of :‘t and Reyno.ds was sent for. He ex- 
pla:ned his invention to the car magnate, 
and the interview resulted shortly after- 
wards in the adoption of this ventilator on 
all the Pullman cars. Reynolds claimed the 
invention, but the Pullmans did not recog- 
3a the claim. He got out of the service 
of the Pullmans, sued them, and got a 
verdict for $10,000. 

“Granville T. Woods, a colored man in 
the employ of an electric company in Cin- 
cinnati, recently transferred his patents 
on some electrical appliances to the Ameri- 
can Bell Telephone Company, of Boston, 
for $10,000. W. A. Lavalette invented some 
printing press appliances which are in use 
in the government printing office. Moses 
Payne, a jockey on the Latonia race track, 
invented a spring horse shoe intended to 
better the time tm running and trotting 
races. The shoe has been tried with some 
success. 

“Congressman Murray has made a good 
deal of money out of his patents, of which 
there are eight on file. These are all on 
agricultural implements, Most of them 
are devoted to cotton planting. These dif- 
ferent agricultural appliances will form an 
important part of the Atlanta exhibit of 
the colored men, 

“Elijah McCoy of Detroit, has a number 
of inventions relating to railroad car lubri- 
cators. He receives & handsome royalty of 
several thousand doliars a year from the 
Canadian Pacific railroad for the use of his 
appliances. 

“David & Fisher, a Washington colored 
man, is responsidle for the picture hook 
and molding in general use. Leonard C. 
Bailey, another Washington colored man, 
who owns five prosperous barber shops and 
a fine residence here, has invented a truss 
which has been adopted by the army medical 
board for use in the government service, and 
is looked on with favor by the medical corps 
of the navy. Bailey has been very fortu- 
nate and is perhaps today the richest color- 
ed man in Washington, where well-to-do 
men are many. 

“A. F. Hilyer, a clerk in the treasury de- 
partment, has enjoyed an extensive sale of 
an appliance of his, 2ad has a good income 
from it. This cofiststs in a water evapora- 
tor for hot air registers, and has a sanitary 
value, 

“Only one colored woman has obtained a 
patent. She is Miss Miriam Benjamin, a 
teacher in the public schools here. She 
calls her invention a ‘gong and signal chair 
for hotels.’ Through the intercession of 
Mr. Murray she hopes to have this appli- 
ance adopted for use in the United States 
house of representatives, Instead of the 
waste of congressional energy at resent 
involved in the clapping of hands for the 
pages around the speaker’s chair, the mem- 
ber, by pushing an electrical button on 
his own chair, can call the page to him*by 
means of an index which attracts his at- 
tention,, The object of the invention is 
mainly, “however, to reduce expense by de- 
creasing the number of attendants usually 
required for the convenience of guests at 
hotels. Where now a waiter attends to the 
wants of three or four guests, it is claimed 
that he can by the new appliance wait on 
twelve or fifteen, 

“To collect a suitable exhibit represent- 
ing the negro progress in the United States, 
the people of Atlanta have subscribed $10,- 
00). Private subscriptions are alo being 
solicited in all the principal cities, and the 
commissioners have hope by personal en- 
deavor to raise a similar amount in this 
way.”’

TOCUT DOWN THR TAX 


Insurance Men Ask the Tax Committee 
To Reduce Their License. 


CITY ATTORNEY ANDERSCN’S OPINION 


Mayor King Signs a Number of Papers 
trom Council — Various Matters 
in the City Hall 


The tax committee’of the general council 
had a long and important, though to some 
of the members somewhat tedious, session 
y«sterday afternoon in the council chamber. 

Mr. W. 8S. Bell, chairman of the commit- 
tee, was faced tround the table by Mr. 
Broyles, Mr. Howell, Mr. Day and Mr. 
Sims, the other members of the committee, 
when he rapped for order, while at his right 
hand, with the city code in his lap and the 
state ccde in front of him, sat his legal 
adviser, Judge Anderson, city attorney. 

Apart from the table was a group of itn- 
Strance men and several attorneys of the 
city, who were there to look after the in- 
terests of the insurance men. Opening a 
bundle of papers, Mr. Bell went through 
them until he found the one he wanted, and 
tren turning to the members of the com- 
mittee, he remarked: 

“Il have here the protest of the insurance 
brokers relative to that section of the tax 
ordinance which places a &x of $50 
on each company represented by tke broker. 
Scme of the gentlemen here, I understand, 
desire to be heard. What is your pleas- 
ure?’’ 

“I suggest,” said Mr. Howell, “that we 
hear from them aill.”’ 

The tax ordinance, as it was adopted, 
places a license tax of $50 upon 
every resident agent cf a company in the 
city under which he does a husiness em- 
ploying as many agents as he desires, 
whereas the broker is taxed $50 on 
every company he represents. The brokers 
did not think this an equalization by any 
means and asked the general council to 
change the tax ordinance. The petition 
was sent to the general council several 
weeks ago and went to the tax committee. 
That committee has been considering the 
matter for some time and has had sev>ral 
conferences with the city attorney, whose 
advice was rendered essential on account 
of the act recently adopted by the legisla- 
ture relative to insurance brokerage. 
Judge Anderson found the question one re- 
quiring quite an amount of study and yes- 
terday was ready to give his views. The 
petitioners made a showing of their side 
and asked the council to put them on the 
same footing with the resident agents. 
Judge Anderson gave it as his opinion that 
the object of the new law would be reach- 
ed if the broker was required to pay a 
license tax at the schedule price for as 
many as four companies and no more, 
whether he handled more than four or not, 
and that the resident agent could be taxed 
on as many as four agents. 

The question was fully ventilated curing 
the discussion and then when all the talk- 
ing was done, the members of the com- 
mittee took the papers in hand and went to 
work on a report, but during the meeting 
no report was perfected. It is almust cer- 
tain, however, that the members of the 
committee have about agreed and that 
when the report is written by Mr. Bell be- 
tween now and the next meeting of the 
general council it will be after the line 
indicated. 

“I ecannot,’”’ said Mr. Bell, “of course, say 
what the report will be, for I cannot speak 
for the other members of the committee. 
But from what passed while we were dis- 
cussing the matter, I am inclined to think 
that our report will be after the line in- 
dicated by Judge Anderson. I mean that 
we will likely report in favor of taxing the 
broker for ‘four companies at $50 
each, it matters not how many companies 
he may carry, and to assess the resident 
agent $50 # each for as many as 
four agents and let him employ as manhy 
as he wants. As I have said, Il cannot say 
that we will make that report, but that is 
the view I take of the matter at present 
and I think the other members of the 
committee have about the same idea, judg- 
ing from what was said during the scssion 
of the committee.”’ 

Mayor King Has Migned Them. 

Mayor King sent to the city clerk’s cflice 
yesterday a batch of papers which he has 
had in his possession since the meeting of 
the board of aldermen Friday. 

The papers were such as required his sig- 
nature to become ia liaw. 

The contract with the electric light com- 
pany for lighting the police headquarters 
for the next year for $1,000, which has been 
adopted by both branches of the local leg- 
islature, was approved by the mayor and 
the contract is now of force. The papers 
from the board of health and tho sanitary 
committee of the general council complet- 
ing the purchase of the Dixon crematory 
and instructing the mayor to nave drawn 
a check for $12,000, the amount of the bill, 
was also approved, and the check will be 
handed to the representative of the compa- 
ny, who has been in Atlanta since the work 
started in a few days ago. The resolution di- 
recting the commissioner of public works 
to lay new flagging on certain streets was 
signed by the mayor also. ' 

The Tenth Is Coming Fast. 

In the city clerk’s office yesterday both 
Clerk Phillips and Deputy Clerk Buchanan 
were kept busy issuing business licenses 
for the quarter commencing July Ist, while 
in Tax Collector Payne’s oflice there was 
a pile of crisp bank notes and stacks of 
silver dollars which the business men were 
leaving there for the paper which author- 
izes them to do business without any fear 
of Jumbo Hunter’s successor. 

The tax collector was busy receipting 
for the water bills as the slips came from 
the water commissioner's office. 

The rush will continue to grow each day 
from now until the 10th instant, when there 
will be a crowd so great that the force of 
the two offices will not be abie to serve 
them. Somehow it seems that the tax- 
payers put it off until the very last. day 
and then whole regiments of them come. 
They come so quick and so fast that there 
is not room in the office for them, while 
the force employed is not able to accom- 
miodate one-half of the demands made. 

The Street Committee Will Mee?. 

The street committee of the general coun- 
cil will meet this afternoon and the meet- 
ing promises to be a long and interesting 
one. 

Out in the seventh ward the Woodward 
Lumber Company is building a large lum- 
ber mill, and across Murphy avenue the 
company is laying a side track. 

Some time ago the general council grant- 
ed the Woodward company the right to 
erect the mill and to lay the side track, 
and at.the last meeting of that body an 
attempt was made to have that grant re- 
scinded. The council declined to recall the 
grant, but a petition to have the right the 
company had secured refused was allowed 
to be filed, and was referred to the street 
committee. The committee will have quite 
a lengthy session and it is more than likely 
that quite a number of lengthy talks will 
be made. Mr. A. G. Howell, representing 
several residents of the seventh ward, will 
appear before the committee and urge that 
the grant be annulled, while Mr. Wood- 
ward’s attorney will be on hand to see that 
the repeal of the grant does mot take place 
if he can prevent it. 

If the grant is not rescinded it is more 
than likely that those of the seventh ward 
who are opposed to the mill will carry the 
matter to the courts, asking an injunction 
from further work by the Woodward Lum- 
ber Company.

Will the Scientists Explain? 

In March,’the first spring month of 
this year, we had heavy snows and 
regular New England winter weather 
in the south, extending as far as Florida. 

May brought with it several days of 
phenomenal heat, and then came an 
unusually cold spell. The first week of 
July has been signalized by extremes of 
heat and March gales, with violent 
storms. Last Friday a cloudburst 
wiped the town of Winona, Mo., from 
the map, killing eleven persons, and 
the same day at Baxter Springs, Kas., a 
cyclone killed five persons, destroyed 
three churches and twenty residences 
and wrecked a number of stores. Sun- 
day we had several disastrous cyclones 
in the west and ‘fouth, killing over a 
hundred people and doing great dam- 
age in Chicago, and in numerous states 
from the Dakotas to Arkansas, in ihe 
southwest,~and Georgia on the south 
Atlantic coast. 

But there were other serious disturb- 
ances of a different character elsewhere. 
Last week the crater of Mount Etna be- 
gan to pour forth fire, smoke and Java. 
Mount Vesuvius is even in a worse con- 
dition than Etna, and the town of Le- 
sina, built over the ruins of Hercula- 
neum, is in imminent danger, and other 
villages are also threatened. 

The phenomenal conditions of the 
earth and the atmosphere for several 
months past are attracting attention 
everywhere, and people wonder what is 
coming. It is now in order to hear from 
the scientists.

“The Worth of a Sentiment.” 

The above is the title of an address 
recently delivered before the Washing- 
ton and Jefferson Societies of the Uni- 
versity of Virginia by Mr. George R. 
Peck, of Chicago, an ex-federal soldier 
who is no\v a prominent official of the 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe system. 

We might easily praise the address for 
its graces of style, but we prefer to 
commend it for its line of thought—for 
its genuine Americanism, and for its 
felicitous expression of that sentiment 
which the late Henry W. Grady. did so 
much to build up—a sentiment which 
has brought the sections together and 
eliminated the old passions, prejudices 
and issues of the past. But we must let 
Mr. Peck speak for himself. Afier a 
glowing tribute to Washington, Lee and 
other heroes of the south, be said of 
the two sections: 

It was, I believe, a brave, hearty Ameri- 
can sailor who sald, “Blood is thicker than 
water."’ But who can trace the currents 
Which, uniting in American veins, make us 
all members of the same family? It ts of 
slight avail to talk of Puritan and Cavalier. 
Did you not have a Fairfax who was the 
friend of Washington, and whose name is a 
part of Virginia history? And did not the 
Puritans have a Fairfax, too, who fought 
with Cromwell and his ironsides? In those 
old days and in that old land which is the 
mother of us all, you who were Cavaliers 
thought we who were Puritans wore our 
hair too short; and we solemnly declared 
that you wore yours tog long. You named 
your .children Marmaduke and Rupert, 
while we called ours Praise-God and Per- 
severance. But the «quarrel righted itself 
at last; and if there were some scars, civil 
liberty went on its way unfettered, The 
truth is, there was never much. difference 
in our blood; but there was a difference in 
creed, in forms of worship and in theories 
of government. Believe me, these things, 
if they had been rightly understood, would 
have counted for littl then as they count 
for nothing now, when a wider knowledge 
ig taught us that men may differ and yet 
agree. My sympathies are with the Puri- 
tans, yours with the Cavaliers—but what 
shall we say of ourselves? A dispute which 
has been silent so lone need not trouble 
us, We are always overlooking the dra- 
matic unities. We make little things seem 
great, and meanwhile miss the beauty of 
scenes which will live forever.

The Story of an Adventurer. 

James Addison Reavis, who now lies 
in the little jail of Santa Fe, N. M., de- 
serves a place among the leading frauds 
of the century. 

This man has been a soldier, newspa- 
per reporter, street car driver und ad- 
venturer. More than twenty-tive years 
ago he claims tuat he found in a Califor- 
nia mission a girl who was the heiress 
of one Peralta, a Spanish grandee who 
had been granted by his king immense 
tracts of land in Arizona. 

Reavis married the girl and went to 
work to have her claim legalized by the 
government. He found records, wills, 
grants and various papers in Spain and 
Mexico confirming the grant, and Rescoe 
Conkling ‘pronounced his chain of eyi- 
dence a perfect title, and with Ingersoll 
and others took hold of his ease, Fail- 
ing to have his grant confirmed by con- 
gress, the claimant secured the passage 
of a law establishing the court of private 
land claims, and in this court he met 
his fate.

i Had Reavis succeeded he would have 
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lands. This plain street car driver learned 
Spanish in order to carry out his scheme, 
and he moreover became an expert in 
old Spanish and in signets, seals, decora- 
tions and orders. Many years ago he 
went to New York where he obtained 
large sums of money to aid in the yrose- 
cution of his suit. He got $50,000 from 
Crocker, of the Southern Pacific, and 
$150,000 in New York. In five years ke 
ran up a board bill of $10,000 at the 
Hoffman house. He victimized Ed 
Stokes, his cousin, W. E. D. Stokes, and 
many others. No man ever told a more 
plausible tale and his documents were 
apparently unanswerable. 

But the other side engaged able law- 
yers and made a stubborn fight. The 
case dragged along for twenty-five years. 
Reavis lived in luxury most of the 
time, and it was not until a year and 
a half ago that his lawyers suspected 
him. Finally they dropped him, and the 
claimant had to go to trial without 
counsel a few days ago. It was proved 
that his grants and wills were forger- 
ies, that Peralta never existed, and that 
the whole thing was a fraud. The 
claimant, now a broken old man, was 
positive and defiant to the last, but the 
evidence against him was so conclusive 
that his arrest followed as a matter of 
course, 

Reavis is described as a very plain 
man of almost childlike candor and 
simplicity. His wife is a_ bright-eyed, 
dark-faced woman, apparently of the 
Spanish type, but some people think that 
she is an Indian. Her husband claims 
that he accidentally discovered her re- 
lationship to the Peraltas. The two will 
now have to face disgrace and poverty, 
but they have enjoyed life for a full 
quarter of a century at the expense of 
others. 
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A Queer Church I[nuovation. 

The New York Press calls attention to 
the fact that some of the churches are 
taking an interest in military matters. 

The work is said to be progressing in 
the Sunday schools, and many cadet 
companies have been organized to make 
the schools more attractive. The Press 
SAYS: 

The Baptist denomination in particular 
is enthusiastic in this, and a brigade known 
as the Boys’ Baptist Brigade (the three 
big Bs,” as the schoolboys ‘have dubbed 
them), has been formed. They claim to 
have a force of 10,000, but have never turned 
out on parade more than one-third that 
number.

They are so re- 
cently organized and drilled that it has 
not been considered expedient to appear 
on public parade, but it is expected that by 
the next Memorial Day parade they will 
be @ble to make a showing second to none. 

We have not heard of the introduction 
of this military feature into our south- 
ern Sunday schools, and the natural 
conservatism of our people will perhaps 
enable us to escape it. Whether it will 
work beneficially or not remains to be 
seen.

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 

An Italian named Nino is on trial at 
New York for the murder of his wife. To 
test his sanity two medical experts re- 
sorted to a singular method. They went 
to Nino’s cell and there rehearsed before 
him the supposed scene of his wife’s mur- 
der. Next a dummy was introduced, and 
the prisoner was asked to show them just 
how he had committed the crime which he 
did. All this time a recording instrument 
had been attached to the prisoner’s wrist, 
and as it showed that the action of the 
man’s pulse had not been accelerated dur- 
ing the mock tragedy, the experts conclud- 
ed that he must have been insane when he 
did the deed. They did not believe it possi- 
ble fpr a person to feign insanity for any 
length of time. 


The supreme court of Louisiana has de- 
cided that a child of tender years cannot 
be guilty of contributory negligence so 
as to be in part responsible for any acci- 
dent or injury that it might suffer. A 
three-year-old child had been injured by a 
Street car, and a verdict had been given 
against the railway company in the lower 
court. The company appealed and pressed 
the point, raised in the lower court, that 
the child was in the way of the car by its 
own negligence and therefore responsible 
for its own injury. The supreme court 
ruled that such a child could not be negli- 
gent and the railway company could not 
be excused for any lack of caré or watch- 
fulness on the part of its employes on that 
ground. Such employes are bound to use 
extraordinary care and watchfulness whtn- 
ever there are incapable persons in the 
vicinity of the railway, and if they do not 
the company must suffer. This decision 
is good sense as well as good law.

HE TALKS OF THE CUBAN W&4R, 


A Well-Known Cigar Manufacturer 
Gives His Views. 

Senor Peregrino Rey,-a member of the 
cigar factory firm of Cuesta, Ballard & 
Co., is in Atlanta from Tampa, Fla. He 
talks interestingly about the war in Cuba, 
having lately been in touch with reliable 
inforimaticn from the interior of the island. 

“I am inclined to believe,’’ said he, ‘‘that 
there is more war in the newspapers than 
there is in Cuba. The uprising of a cer- 
tain element of the natives accounts for 
but little so far. I. believe the insurgents, 
however, will manage to hold their ground 
in a riotous way throughout the summer. 
They Mave the advantage of-the Spanish 
army. because now is the rainy season on 
the island, and the Spanish troops cannot 
do much in the way of field engagements. 
By and by, when the rainy season is Over, 
&t is my opinion that the Spanish troops 
will be ordered to fall upon the insurgents 
by General Campos, and will completely 
annihilate the movement of opposition to 
the Spanish authority on the island. 

“Dec'dedly the strongest political party 
on the island is the autunomistas. The 
leaders of this party believe in home rule 
for Cuba—that is to say, to have such rela- 
tions with Spain as Canada does to Great 
Britain, for instance. To this party be- 
longs the cd.uservafive element, chiefly 
lawyers, doctors and professionai men. 

“Sanguilly, the leader of the uprising, 
%-ho is now. in New York, is the strongest 
man in the movement. He was a lawyer 
in Havana of considerabl2 prominence be- 
fore he entered this movement. His brothcr 
is in jail for having been a.leader in the old 
war in Cuba. Maximo Gomez is the gen- 
eral in command of the rebel forces and is 
about the only military leader they have 
of any note, the rest of {hem being, for 
the most part, negroes. I believe Cuba 
ought to have home rule. The best thing, 
however, that could happen for all parties 
concerned would be peaceful annexation 
with the United States.. This would be 
best for Spain, best for Cuba and best for 


the United States.”

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Police Board Decide That They Must Cat 
Down Expenses. 


OUTLINE A PLAN AT A MEETING 


Tried Policeman Luck for Drinking and 
Pound That He Was Innocent. 
Routine of the Session. 


f 


From now until September lst, ecfnomy 
will be the watchword of the board of 
police commissioners. 

That was decided upon by the board at 
its regular monthly meeting yesterday af- 
ternoon, and the decision will be rigidly 
enforced, an order to that effect having 
already been issued by Chief Cennolly, 
acting on the instructions of the board. 
The most important step taken towards 
reducing the expenditures of the depart- 
ment was the adoption of a rule that from 
now until after the first of September 
supernumeraries will not be placed on duty 
in the absence of regular men. 

This step was made necessary on ac- 
count of the danger of the appropriation 
for the police department running short, 
the commissioners calculating that if the 
expenditures of the coming six months run 
in proportion to those of the past six 
months the appropriation will run short 
something over $400. By adopting the rule 
stated, the board hopes to live within the 
appropriation. 

The Meeting Yesterday. 

The regular monthly meeting of the 
board yesterday was devoted mainly. to 
routine affairs, and was a harmonious busi- 
ness meeting. Many matters of minor im- 
portance were acted on, the session lasting 
Something over two hours. 

The meeting was called to order by 
Chairman Johnson at 4 o’clock, those pres- 
ent being. Commissioners Branan, English, 
Brotherton and Mayor King. Mr. Venable 
did not attend the meeting. 

Says He Was Drunk. 

The first business transacted was the 
trial of Patrolman A. D. Luck, charged 
w.th being drunk on last Wednesday after- 
noon. The charge was préferred by Mr. 
W. H. Barnes, who testified that Luck 
attended the baseball game on that after- 
noon in an intoxicated condition. 

Mr. Barnes, Mr. W. T. Moyers and Mr. 
J. S. Callaway were the witnesses against 
the patrolman. Mr. Barnes testified that 
Luck came into the grand stand under the 
influence of intoxicants, staggering about 
in what he considered a manner discredit- 
able to the police departmet. He felt that 
it was his duty to report the case. 

Officer Luck endeavored to show by ques- 
tions asked Mr. Barnes that the latter 
Was angered at him on account of the 
Officer having threatened to arrest Mr. 
Barnes several months ago because he re- 
fused to move on from in front of a win- 
dow in which he was looking. Mr. Barnes 
replied by saying that he did not make the 
present charge against Luck on account of 
anything that had. passed between them 
heretofore. 

Mr. Moyers testified that Luck appeared 
to him to be under the influence of in- 
toxicants, although he could not swear 
that he was drunk. His attention was 
called to the. officer’s condition by Mr. 
Barnes. 

Officer Luck introduced a number of wit- 
nesses who had been with him and talked 
to him on the afternoon in question, all of 
whom testified that he was not drunk or 
drinking, so far as they knew. Among 
them was Sergeant Moss, who was on 
duty at the ball park, and whose attention 
wag called to Officer Luck by Mr. Barnes. 
The sergeant said that he went over and 
taiked to Patrolman Luck, and that he 
was unable to discover that the latter 
had been drinking at all. 

It was stated in the trial that Officer 


Luck had a natural uneven and somewhat ’ 


siaggering walk, caused by some physical 
imperfect‘on, which the witnesses. said 
probably accounted for his appearing to be 
drunk. 

The commissioners took a vote on the 
case, resulting in the exoneration of Officer 
Luck by a unanimous vote. 

Those Uniforms Again. 


A letter was then read by Secretary 
Branan from the Wanamaker & Brown 
company in reference to the unsatisfactory 
uniforms purchased from that firm by the 
board some time ago. The letter conveyed 
no new information on the subject. The 
firm contends that the uniforms were made 
out of the identical cloth that was ordered 
by the board, and that if there is dissatis- 
faction, it is not responsible for it. The 
communication was referred to Chairman 
Johnson with power to act. About sixty- 
five of the uniforms purchased were un- 
satisfactory, and they are be‘ng he!d sub- 


| ject to the order of the makers, the board 


having declined to receive or pay for them. 
A lawsuit is probable. 
Good Work in June. 


Chief Connolly submitted the regular 
monthly reports of the officers. The re- 
ports showed that splendid work had been 
done by the department during June. A 
arge amount of stolen gocds were re- 
covered and several hundred convictions for 
V.slations of the law were secured. During 
the month 152 state cases and 889 city cases 
were docketed, of which 322 were against 
white males and 31 against white females; 
513 cases were booked against negro males 
and 175 against negro females. The fines 
imposed by the recorder during the month 
amounted to $3,783.65, of which $1,220.13 had 
been collected, The reports showed that 
there had been less stealing during June 
than in any month of the year. 

The Question of Finances, 

The question of reduction of expenses 
then came up. It was shown that the total 
expenditures ef the yearly appropriation 
for the six months ending May 3ist had 
been $68,153.68, which is considerably more 
than one-half of the amount set aside for 
the police department for the year by the 
council] last January, There is to the credit 
of the department of unexpended funds 
the sum of $72,781.13, which amount in- 
cludes the $5,000 recently appropriated by 
the council for the purpose of maintaining 
an exposition police force. It was figured 
that with the most rigid economy the de- 
partment would run short over $400 by the 
close of December, unless measures were 
taken to reduce expenses. 

Commissioner Branan had in his inside 
pocket a little resolution on the subject, 
which he withdrew in the midst of the dis- 
cussion, and said that he wanted it consid- 
ered, The resolution was a proposed scheme 
of requiring every regular member of the 
force to lay off at least three days during 
July and August, saving the city their sal- 
aries. Captain Brotherton put a quietus on 
the plan very quickly, however, by making 
the point that\the board c@guld not suspend 
a regular man from the force without 
cause. The point was agreed to by other 
members of the board. 

Engineers and “Supes” Cut Off. 

After further discussion Captain English 
offered a motion that the two engineers 


employed at the station house work only 


half time during July and August, alternat- 
ing on the work. The mofion was unani- 
mously adopted, which, will make a saving 
of about $60 for the two months. 

Captain English then offered a motion 
that when the regular men did not work 
their places be left vacant, saving the city 
the amount of their salaries, The motion 
was adopted, and this rule will be effective 
from yesterday until September ist. It 
will have the effect of keeping the supér- 
numeraries idle during those two montha, 
unless some of them are placed on duty at 
the expositi6n grounds. 

A Huamane Outfit. 

Chief Connolly called the board's atten- 
fion to a set of leather outfittings, known 
as humane 


appliances for handling pris- 
| eners, which he desired that the board au- 


thorize him to purchase for the depart- 
ment. The devices consisted of a lot 
leather protectors for the arms, hands, 
feet and other. extremities of the body. 
They appeared to be a novelty in the eyes 
of the board, and the inspection of the out- 
fit exhibited was interesting. The opinions 
as to the usefulness of the outfit differed, 
but the board decided unanimously that it 
could not afford to purchase the outfit at 
the present time. 

Captain English and Chief Connolly were 
appointed as a committee to call on John 
M,. Smith, the wagon manufacturer, in 
relation to the purchase uf a call wagon 
for the department, to be used at the ex- 
position grounds. ‘The committee was given 
power to act. 

A New Detective Agency. 

Mr. Tom Bishop, attorney for Messrs, 
Wooster anu Sistrunk, railroad and ex- 
press cgmpany detectives, appeared before 
the board ‘and presented a petition from his 
clients, asking the approval of the board 
of a plan of establishing a private detéc- 
tive agency in this city, the same to be 
under the surveillance and approval of the 
board at all times. The petitioners desire 
to establigh an agency for the purpose of 
furnishing private watchmen to guard 
buildings and do private work of that na- 
ture. The petition was referred to Chair- 
man Johnson, Secretary Branan, Chief of 
Detectives Wright and City Attorney An- 
derson, with power to act. Mayor King 
and Chief Connolly were at first named as 
members of the committee, but both de- 
clined,

The Christian Endeavor movement was 
organized about fifteen years ago.

THE MURDERER IS STILL AT LIBERTY 


Descriptions of Him Have Been Sent Out, 
and the Officers Ars Diligently 
Looking tor Him. 


Early Beatty, the negro who was so bad- 
ly cut by Adoilphis Badger on the 4th of 
July, died yesterday morning at 11 o’clock 
at the Grady hospital, where he has been 
undwm treatment since receiving his wounds, 
For a few days after being cut it was 
thought that the negro would recover, his 
injuries not being considered necessarily 
fatal, although it was known that he was 
very seriously stabbed. 

The negro, Badger, who did the cutting, 
escaped shortly afterwards, and has not 
yet been captured, although Vigilant efforts 
have been made by the officers to catch 
him. He is thought to have left on a 
Western and Atlantic train on the night 
of the 4th, bound for Indianapolis, Ind. 
He was seen with a negro who is known to 
have left for that place on that night. 

It will be remembered that Beatty and 
several other negroes were at a house on 
Houston street, celebrating the 4th of July 
by drinking a keg of beer, when he and 
Badger got into a fight because the latter 
stepped on his foot, the result being that 
Beatty received the wounds that resulted 
in his death yesterday. The two negroes 
fought desperately for a few minutes be- 
fore Badger succeeded in getting his knife 
out of his pocket, he finally doing so and 
stabbing his antagonist several times in 
the back. The knife was also used on the 
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pea iar. one of his lungs being pierced 
y it, e iatter w posed

The Bulls Had Coutrol of the Stock Market 
Yesterday, but the Bears Conducted 
a Successiul Campaign on W heat. 


New York, July 8&—The bulls were in 
control at the stock exchange today, and 
gome stocks scored decidedly higher prices. 
The factors dt work were the further ad- 
vances in wages as evidenced by the in- 
creases of 10 per cent granted by tne Pull- 
man Palace Car Company announced yes- 
tehday; the excellent outlook for the grow- 
ing crop as testified to by the presidents of 
the leading western railroads and the suc. 
cessful placing of a $5,000,000 loan in won- 
don by the Pennsylvania company at 3% per 
cent. This rate is an unusually low one for 
@ railroad corporation and called attention 
once more to Mr. Morgan’s interview given 
out after his return from Europe that a 
good demand prevailed abroad for first 
class American securities. Another thing 
that made the work of advancing prices 
comparatively easy was the belief that 
the powerful banking interests are engaged 
in-settling the anthracite coal trade trou- 


» “bles, The Story was that the Reading will 


be taken hold of shertly and brought into 
line with the big companies. The coming 
meeting of the sales agents is expected to 
throw some light on this vexed question.

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


At the Close Not a Bull Coufii Be 
Found, and Bears Were Happy. 


Chicago, Ill., July 8.—Wheat today closed 
3%3c further away from the dollar mark 
than it did on Saturday. When the ses- 
Sion was over there was not a bull to be 
found, whilst the erstwhile downcast bear 
was exhilarated with joy and increased 
wealth. There was any number of rea- 
sons assigned for the break in psfres, and 
the few arguments friendly to the grain 
were put forward timorously. The weather 
man predicted light frosts in the northwest, 
and the crowd started to buy valiantly os 
this at the opening. The discovery was 
s00n made, however, that the market was 
a& contrary one and that it was easier to 
push prices lower than to lift them higher. 
It never takes a scalper long to shift from 
one side to the other, and a very few 
minutes after the session began found 
Selling more popular than buying. By far 
the greatest power for weakness in the 
market today was the new wheat move- 
ment. Of the 26 cars received here today, 
21 were new wheat and 100 cars—mostly 
new—are estimated for tomorrow. The 
trade, conscious of the sentiment always 
resulting from the first arrivals, were un- 
willing to offer any opposition to the de- 
clin:ng prices. September wheat opened 
from 71% to T0%c, declined to 67l%c, closing 
at 67%c—S%ec under Saturday. Cash wheat 
was weak and 38@3%c per pushel lower. 

Corn—A decline was only natural in corn, 
considering the extreme weakness and de- 
pression of its companion grain. No dam- 
age, as yet, has been reported to the crop 
and barring accidents there will be a great 
yield. The receipts keep up well, 169 cars 
in today where but 135 were ex- 
pected. September corn opened = at 44%c, 
sold between 44%@46 and 42%c, closing at 
42%c—2%4c lower than Saturday. Cash corn 
was 2 cents per bushel lower. 

Oats dragged considerable today. When 
the maxim weakness in corn and wheat 
was reached there was an acceleration to 
the downward course of oats, the close 
showing an important loss. The tone was 
purely a sympathetic one with no inde- 
pendent or individual news to check the 
descent. September oats closed 1@l'gc _ un- 
der Saturday. Cash oats were 1@l%ec per 
bushel lower. . 

Provisions—The expected revival to busi- 
ness in this market did not appear today. 
No spirit was evident in the transactions, 
ana activity was notanly lacking. Firm- 
ness was reported in the hog market early, 
but later in the morning an early gain 
was lost. Product opened steady with no 
disposition to move in either direction. but 
well along toward the close the weakness 
pervading the grain markets exercised a 
bad effect, and declines took p'lace in pork, 
lard and ribs. September pork closed 17%c 
lower, September lard:10c lower and Sep- 
tember ribs 124%4@1ic lower.

Chicago, July 8.—While considerable of 
the news received today was bearish, the 
principal feature in causing the 3c break 
in wheat was heavy selling by Cudahy 
and latterly by discouraged longs. When 
Cudahy’s brokews commenced to gel] they 
found buying capacity so small as to ten- 
cer free marketing very difiicult without 
ecntinued concessions in prices. The gen- 
eral impression prevailed that at 7c for 
September there would be heavy liquida- 
tion, but most of the stop orders were be- 
low that figure, being caught on the de- 
Clire below 69c. 

On account of the heavy feeling during 
the past two weeks, and free selling for long 
account, it would seem to us that this in- 
terest has been greatly eliminated, and 
that for the short account greatly increas- 
ea, Outside of a decrease on ocean passage 
of 1,120,000 and a decrease in the visible sup- 
ply of 1,292,000 bushels, the news has not 
been encouraging. The English visible 
showed an increase of 1,700,000 bushels. The 
world’s shipments for the week were re- 
rorted heavy, causing a depression in Liv- 
erpool, and the cool weather up in the 
northeast is considered beneficial to the 
crcep. The heavy feeling at the close this 
evening may be apparent at the opening 
tc morrow, ee further liquidation 
appears we think the market li 
steady itself. — - 

There has been no cessation in the selling 
of coarse grain, and prices declined quickly 
when wneit became heavy. There is no 
change in the situation, and on account 
of the fine prospects for corn considerably 
lcwer prices are being predicted for May. 

Provisions closed only barely steady at 
the decline. A rumor was reported a good 
buyer early, which gave a firm tone, but 
the market sympathized with the decline 
in the cereals.

usverybody now recognizes the change 
which has in the past few years occurred 
in the world’s production, that Burope is 
no longer dependent on America, for its 
breadstuffs. Argentina, which shipped out 
in 1894 about 60,000,000 bushels and which 
thus far in 1895 has shipped on a scale near- 
ly as large, will, it 1s believed, increase 
its wheat area very materially this year 
on account of the increase in the price. 
With this. country and Russia shipp:ng ‘so 
largeiy and crop prospects abroad brilliant, 
it is useless to talk about pronounced bull 
movements. There is also another im- 
portant consideration which will militate 
aga.nst any important rise, namely the 
magnificent crop outlook in the northwest. 
The present indications, and there is every 
chance that they will be verified by final 
results, point to a spring wheat crop that 
will exceed In quantity and quality all its 
predecessors. Estimates range all the way 
from 150,000,000 to 200,000,000 bushels, in which 
event instead of the scarcity of wheat 
which extravagant prophets figure on there 
may be later on a searcity of elevator 
room. As the above table shows receipts 
at the west during the past week were 
fair. In.the southwest the movement of 
winter wheat was light. It is expected 
that this movement will compare unfavor- 
ably with that of a year ago. There is 
nothing certain about that, however. Farms. 
ers’ reserves have no doubt been under- 
estimated, the crop is better than expected, 
as threshing results show, and prices are 
fairly g6dd. These facts do not encourage 
the belief in small receipts. 

As regards thrashing results, such ad- 
vices as have come to hand thus far show 
that the crop is turning out larger than 
was anticipated a few weeks ago. Mis- 
souri has one of the best, if not the very 
best, crops in its history. K’ansas has a 
poor crop, but by no means as poor as 
pessimists claim. In that state, too, thrash- 
ing shows that there was a good deal of 
exaggeration in previous reports of damage. 
The foreign crop advices are’ generally 
favorable. It is no wonder, then, that Eu- 
ropean markets have dragged. ‘Nor is it 
surprising that exports from this country 
have been light, the foreign demand qutet. 
It. would be unnatural for Europe to rush 
into this market as a large buyer when 
other countries are anxious sellers and 
have a large exportable surplus. The mar- 
ket during the week was heavy. It looks 
as if it would be a traders’ market for 
the present and a scale on the rallies. Of 
course in the event of an accident to spring 
wheat prices would rise sharply. As to 
that, however, one man’s eyesight is as 
g00d as another’s. The weather map 
should be watched closely every day and 
extravagant crop rumors ignored. 

In corn and oats the feature of the week 
was Lberal liquidation by tired and dis- 
couraged holders. These articles have been 
consistently and persistently bearish on this 
coarse grain, with what just'fication is 
shown by the heavy decline in them in 
the past few weeks. Last week the down- 
ward movement was precipitated by results 
ave foreshadowed some time ago. In oats 
the fact was suddenly realized that wild 
stories about a poor crop were cooked up 
for the lambs. Instead of the predicted 
shortage the crop is probably the largest 
ever grown—will probably much _ exceed 
700.000,000 bushels. We predict that oats 
will sell under 20c in Chicago. Corn de- 
clined with oats. Stocks are large and 
prospects for the crop were never better. 
It looks like a two-to-one chance that the 
country w'll this year raise 2,500,000,000 
bushels, 400.000,000 bushels more than the 
heretofore banner crop of 2,100,000,000 har- 
vested in 1889. ‘This year’s harvest is some 
way off and there will be s¥eculative rallies 
before the new crop is available. On these 
corn should be sold, and we predict that. 
barring an accident to the crop, it will 
sell within a year at 30c a bushel.

THE FRUIT MEN START THE MOVE 


And Say They Have Assurances of Co-op- 
eration trom Otbers—W bat the Fruit 
Growers’ Association Has Done. 


A mass meeting of representatives of 
business interests who have grievances 
against the Southern Railway and Steam- 
Ship Association will be held in Atlanta on 
next Monday. 

This meeting is the direct result of the 
recent controversy between the fruit 
ercwers and the association of which Ma- 
jor StahIman is the executive head, and is, 
in fact, called by the fruit men, though no 
ollicial call has been issued. 

“The meeting is rather informal in the 
manner of its getting together,’ said a 
leading member of the Fruit Growers’ As- 
sociation yesterday, “but we have assur- 
ances that many other interests will be 
represented, The date fixed is probably 
too early because it do®s not admit of any 
working-up of attendance, but we believe 
the men who attend will be representative 
pusiness men and that the meeting will 
mean the inauguration of a fight on this 
big railroad monopoly that will bear fruit.”’ 

“What other interestg will be represent- 
ed ?”° 

“It is too eirly to say iefinitely. A 
great many business men of Georgia and 
olber southern states believe they have 
suffered frcm unjust discriminations on 
the part of the railroads through this or- 
ganization, and they have only waited 
v1til an opportunity to express their views 
bas presented itself. This meeting is not 
ecnfined to Georgia, but representatives of 
Other southern states will be there. I be- 
lieve that the meeting will be one of the 
biggest ever held in Georgia, and certainly 
one of the most important. Chicago will, 
I am assured, send a delegation. We will 
meet at 10 o'clock Monday at the Cham- 
ber of Commerce.” 

Their Plan of Distribution. 

The fruit growers have perfested a plan 
of distribution which they say is the most 
perfect they have ever had. Their new 
System will go into effect today and, brictly 
stated, is as follows: 

At 3 o’clock each afternoon every railroad 
vires the manager ot the Western Union 
at Atlanta the destination of all cars of 
peaches, pears or grapes forwarded by his 
road within the preveding twenty-fotr 
hours. These reports are consolidated by 
Manager Sims and the result is wired in 
cipher to the individual members of the 
Fruit Growers’ Associatiou. With this 
data before him, each individual grower 
makes this own guess 2s to how best to 
avoid a glutted market. There are no com- 
pulsory or arbitrary erders, and no sugges- 
ticns. The railroad men as well as the 
sinppers consider this the simplest and 
mest practical plan to distribute the fruit 
crop that has yet been devised, 

What the Association Has Done. 

A fruit grower from middle Georgia who 
is enthusiastic over the possibilities of the 
new organization, writes The Constitution: 

“The Georgia Fruit Growers’ Association 
has been vorganized just eight days, and 
here is the record of accomplishment: 

‘Secured a reduction of $52.40 on every 
car of eastern business through having, 
with the aid of The Constitution, secured 
the reduction of the minimum weight per 
ear from 24,000 pounds to 20,000 pounds. 

“Has reduced the rate from Atlanta to 
oston from $262 to 222, or a saving of 
$40 per car. 

‘Secured a reduetton on empty cans from 
Bzeltimore to Atlanta cf £54 per car. 

“Secured a reduction on canned goods 
from Atlanta to St. Louls and other points 
of $24 per car. 

“In addition to this, it has aroused public 
sentiment in behalf of the growers and 
has shown, by satisfactory evidence to 
tne Georgia railway conimisgion, that the 
peach rate is extortionate. The. railroad 
commissior. ordered a reduction of $32 per 
car; the railroads refused to comply with 
their suggestions. The result will be as 
in the case of the orangs growers and 
the roads in 1890 and 1891. The Florida com- 
rrission ordered the roads to make a rate 
of 40 cents a box, but the roads continued 
to charge 50 cents a box. The cuse was 
formally carried before the interstate com- 
merce commission, as our case will be, and 
the interstute commission upheld the state 
ccmmission. Tne result {1g the railroads 
are now paying back to the shippers that 
10 cents a hundred overcharge. 

“If our Georgia shippers save their bills 
of lading and the other papers, 1 am sure 
that they will, within tweive ‘months, be 
able to collect back from the roads the 
$32 per car which they are now chargiig 
in excess’ of the rate suggested by the 
Gecrgia railroad commission.”

Orgouized Fiftecn Months Ago. 

The Chiefs of Police. Sheriffs and Mar- 
Shals Union of Georgla was organized in 
Athanta about fifteen months ago, the 
meeting of officers which resulted in its 
formation being called by Captain Con- 
nolly, who at that meeti fas unanimous- 
ly elected presiderageaeete was also 
unanimously’ re-elected to the save office 
at a meeting of the union held iv Gaines- 
ville two or three months ago. The union 
was organized for ‘the purpose of adopting 
better means of enabling the officers of 
the state to come in closer touch and of 
innproving the methods of capturing crimi- 
nals. The union, although but little over 
@ year old, has resulted in great good, 
and by the. exchange of information re-

Constitution and By-Laws. 

The constitution and by-laws to be adopt- 
ed at the Macon meeting will greatly ad- 
vance the work of the union, as they will 
ecntain rules end methods for the quick 
c:ssemination of information among all the 
officers of the state. The union wil be 
perfected much after the line of the In- 
ternational Association of Police Chiefs of 
the United States and Canada, one of the 
best arganizations that has ever | been 
formed for the <apture of criminals. Pres- 
ident Connolly attended the last convention 
of that assoctation, which wa®*held at 
Washington, D. C., and he will submit a 
report of the business transacted there, 
which report will doubtless be seriously 
ccrsidered by the state union in adopting 
its constitution and by-laws, the idea being 
that the laws adopted should conform as 
nearly as practicable to thuse of the na- 
tional associaticn.

Opinion of Judge Clark on the Cor- 
bett-kitzsimmons Fight.

Atkinson, J.—1. Trust estates, like other 


> property, are liable for taxes legally as- 


sessed against them, and where the trus- 
tee, herself a female, owning no property 
in her own right, resides upon the trust 
property for a great many years, and, wun- 
der such cireumstances, an execution for 
taxes due thereon issues against her, ea 
nomine, with the addition of the word 
“trustee,” it will be presumed, after long 
acquiescence by her, that ‘the taxes thus 
sought to be collected were legally as- 
sessed against the trust property; and if, 
after a sale under such an execution, 
the trustee vields possession at the demand 
of a purchaser thereat, and he enters, a 
verdict finding in favor of the contention 
that the execution was a legal charge 
against the trust estate, and that the trust 
property could be legally sold thereunder, 
is so far supported by the evidence, that 
this court will not disturb the discretion 
of the trial judge in upholding the finding 
of the jury.

law, sustained, and the plaintiff under the 
act of July 22, 18f1. (acts of 1890-91, vol. 1. 
p. 221), is not entitled to judgment for 
attorney’s fees. Direction is accordingly 
given that the attorney’s fees ailowed 
by the verdict be written off. and the 
judgment stand otherwise affirmed, with 
costs against the defendant in error.

ATLANTA 18 100 BIG FOR IT 


The Heavy Rains of Late Partially Ac- 
count for the Slim Attendance--It 
Was a Losing Game. 


The Atlanta chautauqua assembly has 
n:et with ill luck this year and, as a conse- 
quence, the curtain has dropped rather 
prematurely. 

It was planned to run the chautauqua on 
a schedule of three weeks and to close 
with ae brillant programme this evening. 
Instead of this, however, the opera house 
will be tonight and no sounds of 
eloquence cr music will proceed from the 
chautauqua platfcrm. 

Among the causes that kave brought 
about this speedy termination of the ses- 


closed 


sion have been the absence from the city | 


of Mr. F. B. Shepard, who has been the 
chief exponent of the chautauqua move- 
ment in Atlanta, and the prevalence of bad 
weatner, which began with the opening 
session of the chautauqua and has steadily 
continued, 

Only two or three entertainments have 
been respectably attenued. These were the 
lectures by Congressmen Bryan and Pat- 
terson on the financial problems of the day. 
The people of Atlanta seem to have ignored 
the chautauqua feature entirely and the 
scientifiC lectures that were delivered by 
able and thoughtful men fell upon empty 
benches. The revenue from the sale of 
tickets failed to meet the running ex- 
perses of the session and nothing was left 
for the management to do but to call a 
halt in the proceedings. 

Madame Eailey, the talented prima don- 
na, was secured at $300. This was the price 
which she expected to receive in considera- 
tion of her services during the session. In- 
stead of this, however, she was oblige] 
to compromise on $100, with the understand- 
ing that she would get the balance if things 
turned out well. Other attractions, it is 
understvood, were treated in the same way. 

In the main no cbjection was raised. 
The lecturers saw that the management 
was beset with difficulties end had many 
odds to contend against. Accordingly they 
made the best of the situation and took 
what they could e*t as a substitute for 
wrat they e=mpected. 

Many contend that the Grand opera 
house was not the place for the chautauqua 
assembly and urge this as the reason for 
the slim attendance. Others insist that if 
the had been held in a tent the 
rains would have washed everything away.

“I have come to the conclusion that At- 
lanta is too large a place for a movement 
of this kind,” said a well-known citizen 
who has been identified with the chautau- 
qva movement. “There are too many 
things going on at the same time in a 
large city, and interests are very naturally 
divided.

Everybody turns out and is ready to len 
a helping hand. This explains the success 
of the chatutauqua movement in the smaller 
towns and cities of the country.”
